Whereas , a report has been received from the 
Superintendent of Police , North Goa, vide Nos. SP / 
/North /Reader /2363 / 2018 dated 27-07-2018 , inter 
-alia , stating that the a FIR No. 111/2017 u / s 153( a ), 
295 ( a ) and 506 IPC dated 2nd July, 2017 has been 
registered at High Grounds Police Station , Bengaluru , 
Karnataka against Mr. Pramod Muthalik for hate 
speech which have hurt the sentiments of a specific 
community and in which she has stated that he and 
his supporters would spill blood if any Iftar party or 
Namaz was allowed in any temple henceforth . This 
could adversely affect peace , harmony and create 
fear in the minds of the public and tourists; 

And whereas , after having carefully examined the 
material put forth by the Superintendent of Police, 
I am satisfied that there are sufficient grounds for 
proceeding under Section 144 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code, 1973 to prevent the entry of the 
associates and members of “ Sri Ram Sene " , and its 
leader, Shri Pramod Muthalik into the jurisdiction of 
North Goa District as there is every possibility of 
disturbance to law and order and danger to public 
safety due to their aggressive statements or speeches 
that could hurt the sentiments of certain groups of

And whereas vide order dated 19-7-2018 issued 
by this office, a report was called from the 
Commissioner of Excise as to whether the existing 
bars and wholesale liquor shop / establishment 
serving liquor are complying the licence conditions 
and also whether the said licences were issued in 
accordance with law . The Additional Commissioner 
of Excise is submitted his report dated 14-08-2018 
informing that their office vide letter dated 
14-08-2018 has asked the Village Panchayat Dongurli 
Thane, Satari that NOC issued by them for the Bars 
in Surla village has been revoked or not . 


further extended for prohibiting all liquor bars , 
shops , pubs, clubs , provision stores or any 
establishment serving or selling liquor or alcoholic 
beverages in retail or in packed bottles in the 
Village of Surla , within the Dongurli - Thane Village 
Panchayat area of Satari Taluka in North Goa District 
from selling Liquor and all types of alcoholic 
beverages in retail or packed bottle / can , for a 
further period of 30 days w.e.f.

And whereas this office has received a Gram 
Sabha resolution dated 27-7-2018 from the Village 
Panchayat, Dongurli Thane for closure of bars in 
the village Surla , and requested for action by Excise 
Department for closure of Bars in Surla village . 

And whereas I have heard the delegation of 
villagers of Surla who has also submitted a 
Memorandum and I have also previously heard the 
Bar owners . It is seen that not only the villagers of 
Surla but neighbouring State of Karnataka villagers 
are also agitated over the working of bars . 

And whereas it is seen that the situation in the 
village Surla is still tense on the issue of tourist 
visiting the said village and create nuisance in the 
event such bars are allowed to continue . 


The officials of the Excise Department, Police or 
any other authorized officers /officials shall act 
immediately to ensure strict enforcement of this 
prohibitory order and in case any violation comes 
to their notice or reported should forthwith report 
such cases to the Commissioner of Excise as well as 
SDM , Bicholim .
